:" organizations.'Scientitic'and others, and was an honored citi- 


'2en of California, in which state he had lived for 'many years, 
his death taking place at Los Angeles. 


But there have been many other men as active as Dr. Pee- 


bles, and many other vegetarians who failed to come anywhere 
Hear so close to the century mark. That an active life is to be 
preferred is clear to the minds of most people, but thai it is no 
guaranty of longevity is demonstrated daily. 
Some of the; 


most active men are cut .off. young or in middle life, and the! 
survivors are apt to contend after their demise that they woiild 
have lasted longer if they had taken a more moderate pace. 'S 
far as the virtues of vegetarianism are concerned the questioi 
may well be lefl to its disciples. 


But there is another interesting case of longevity before the 


public just at this time. Tins is presented by Dr. Stepher 
Smith of New York state, wlio has just celebrated his 9911 
birthday in (he pink of condition mentally and physically, ac- 
cording to reporls. And he tells what he thinks is the cause of 
his longevity. There may be some who feel that it should not 
be spoken of at this time, but.as the Doctor tells it himself and 
the story has beeivpublished, it should be permissible to state 
that he considers that the use of wine has been highly beneficial 
to-him. He says lhat up to the age of 50 years he was a pro- 
nounced,dyspeptic and suffered all the tortures known to. vic- 
tims of that merciless.ailment. On the occasion of a visit (o 
Paris he.attended a.banquet and sal by the side of an eminent 
physician to whom'h^confided. his trouble, bemoaning (he fact 
that he could not enjoy a banquet as one should. The Paris 
physician advised him to drink wine between the courses. 
Me 


did this with excellent results, and it is lo be inferred that he 
continued the practice, for, according lo his own storv, he is 
in better health at 99 than he was at So. 


Bui what does-all (his prove? 
Aboslutely nothing except 


the'truth of the old saying lhat "What is one man's meal is 
another's poison," and thai the sensible thing for every man 
to do is to govern his own habits in eating and drinking, ac- 
cording to his own judgmenl. 
If one finds vegetarianism 


beneficial let him practice it.'and (he same rule should apply (o 
foods and drinks of every description. 


Common sense and the exercise of such judgment as one 


may possess are the best guides in life with reference to eating, 
drinking and all other things. So far as living 100. years is 
concerned, it is something that the majority of people have no 
desire to do, aiid is properly pronounced by a prominent news- 
paper a "dubious honor," though-congratulations are not to 
be withheld from the few who succeed in doing it in reasonable 
comfort.1'
